GENEVA (ZP)— U.S. Secretary of State Christian A. 
Herter to ld So v iet Foreign Minister Andrei Gromy ko today 
tha t if a rra ng ements ca n

o v er Berlin a nd sa feg ua rd its 
freedom, the United States is 
rea dy to pro ceed pro mptly 
to a summit conference.
